It Is not three months since the last 


negro conspiracy against the govern- 
ment was nipped In the bud by the po- 
lice officials.

republic culminated on April 23. with 
the arrest of General Eyaristo Estenoz 
(colored) leader of the independent 
party and four of his associates. Fol- 
lowing the detention of Gen. Estenoz, 
many arrests were made in various 
parts of the Island In compliance with 
orders from President Gomez, who an- 
nounced his determination to proceed 
with the utmost vigor against the ele- 
ments responsible for the agitation 
which, In effect was regarded as a. ser- 
ious movement calculated to develop 
open revolution against tho govern- 
ment. 


Indictments were returned against 


Gen. Estenoz and 22 of his assoc'iates, 
charging them with the crime of in- 
citing rebellion and instigating anti- 
white violence. All the negroes con- 
cerned In the alleged conspiracy with 
the,exception of the negro leader were 
discharged by a special judge, who waa 
a-ppointed to try the cases.

verely by Judge Taylor for giving the 
prominence to the fight that they did 
and were held responsible for the wide- 
spread interest manifested In it. 


"Why." said be. "for weeks before 


the fight occurred you couldn't open 
your family newspaper without your 
eyes rested on long accounts about the 
contemplated fight, and huge pictures 
of the principals in it stared you in 
•the face." and he contended that the 
newspKpers were In a large measure 
responsible for the harmful results 
that have come from the Brutal exhibi- 
tion. 


The judge said that the perverse In- 


terest shown'in the fight indicated that 
there is an element in this country 
that Is low In its morality as were the 
Attendants -upon 
the

arena 


events of centuries ago, when men in 
the sport contests wore killed amidst 
the plaudits of the assembled thou- 
sands.'
